Bad Accident Occurred On

Another horse belong- 
ing to Mr. Draper, while being driv- 
en last Tuesday, fell and his neck 
was broken. This was a valuable 
animal also, Mr. Draper having re- 
fused $200 for him.

Mr. Gus G. Coulter died at his 
home in Mayfield, Ky.. May. 1906, at 
6:20 a. m. He had been confined to 
his bed two weeks, says the Mayfield 
Messenger. 

He was taken with inflammatory 
rheumatism and suffered severely 
with it until a few days ago, when 
his brain became affected, from the 
effects of which he had been in a 
.•state of unconsciousness most all of 
*efcime until his death. 

GiiH G. Coulter was born at 
Briensburg, Marshall county, Ky., 
August 15th, 1861. He was a son of 
the late Claude C. Coulter, whose 
wife was Miss Belle Archer, who w*s 
bom and raised in Graves county, 
but having married in Marshall 
county he resided there for a few 
years after his marriage, during 
which time was born to him this son, 
named Gus Given Coulter. 

In 1898 Mr. Coulter became a 
Democratic candidate for State 
Auditor and was nominated at the 
Music Hall convention, which met in 
Louisville in 1899, on the ticket with 
Gov. William Goebel. He was elect- 
ed to the position of State Auditor 
the following November, which po- 
sition he held for four years, during 
which time he made one of the most 
apatite State Auditors the State has 
ever had. 

After his term as Auditor expired 
he returned to Mayfield, where hi 
arid his brother Harry A. Coulter 
purchased a large tract of land, 
which has been stocked with some of 
the finest stock in the State. 

He was married to Miss Hester 
Anderson, daughter of Edwin and 
Elizabeth Anderson, March 6, 1888. 



OLDEST ROSE BUSH 



Has Blossomed Every Season 
Since 1806. 



On the farm of J. F. Meacham, a 
few miles from town on the Antioch 
road , is a rose bush that has bllomed 
every year for 100 years. The house 
occupied by Mr. Meacham was built 
in 1802 and four years afterwards 
Thomas Kirkman, who settled the 
place, bought a pink tea rose, bloom- 
ing in clusters, from a nursery in 
North Carolina and set it out under 
the window of his new house. It 
stands on the same spot to-day and 
is now bearing its one hundredth 
crop of blossoms. The bush 
large and vigorous and seems good 
for 100 years more. Thomas Kirk- 
man was a brother of the man for 
whom the town of Kirkmansville 
was named, The place he cut out of 
ilderness was in course of time 
sold and has changed hands several 
times, but the house remains as he 
built it and the pink rose he planted 
under the window has given forth 
its fragrance to generation after 
generation. The present owner of 
the place bought it 30 years ago and 
he cherishes the ancient rose as an 
heirloom connecting the living pres- 
ent with the dead past. Hundreds 
of scions have been transplanted and 
the rose that Tern Kirkman planted 
has lived on and on and gladdened 
many a heart and home. At the 
time he bought the old rose two of 
sighbors named Nuckolls and 
Dupuy each bought one of the same 
kind, but these have long since died 
and been forgotton. 

It would be wt 11 for those with a 
fondness for genuine antiquities to 
buy a sprout from this old bush that 
ante-dates by many years the "old- 
dest inhabitant" of to-day. We 
doubt if there is an older rose bush 
n Kentucky than this one.

From every land ani every clime 
Kentucklans will turn their steps and 
set their faces toward the old home 
for the week of June 13-1 7. when a 
grand reunion of all former residents 
of the Blue Grass State will be held 
under the auspices of the Louisville 
Commercial Club. I^ouisvllle will be 
the mecca of the pilgrims and it la 
conservatively estimated that 100.- 
000 visitors will be In the metropolis 
of the Blue Grass State during Home- 
coming week. 

The suggestion of Homo Coming 
week, which came from Miss Louise 
Lee Hardin, or Denver. Colo., has led 
to one of the greatest gatherings ever 
beld in the country. Though "Old 
Home Weeks" have been held In the 
New England States for many years, 
Kentucky is the first to invite all of 
Its absent sons and daughters to re- 
turn to one city at one time, and It Is 
the first which has attempted to se- 
cure the name and address of every 
former resident of the state.

In the afternoon a 
magnificent floral parade of automo- 
biles and carriages will be given and 
many handsome prizes will be 
awarded. 

The ceremonies of the second day 
will be in honor of the memory of 
Stephen Collins Foster. A life size 
statue of the composer of Kentucky's 
cradle song, "My Old Kentucky 
Home." is now being made by J. L. 
Roop, the sculptor, and will be un- 
veiled on that day. One of the hon- 
ored guests will be Mrs. Marion Fos- 
ter Walsh, of Allegheny, Pa., the only 
child of the famous composer. A 
chorus of a thousand voices will sing 
"My Old Kentucky Home," "Old 
Folks at Home," "Old Black Joe," 
and others of the most popular of 
Foster's songs. The bands of Louis- 
ville and those employed for Home 
Coming week will be arranged as 
one and will together play the song 
that has done so much to attach every 
Kentuckian to his native state. 

Daniel Boone, the hardy pioneer, 
is chiefly responsible for the coloni- 
zation of Kentucky, and who, when 
he first saw the dark and bloody 
ground, declared it to be a park and 
not a wilderness, will be honored on 
Friday, which will be known as 
Boone day. The exercises of the day 
will be typical of the period in which 
Boone lived. Following the unveil 
Ing of the statue of Boone, made by 
Miss Enid Yandeli, and which has 
been presented to the city by one of 
her wealthy citizens, the visitors will 
gather In Cherokee Park, the most 
beautiful spot In the Falls City. Here 
a fort and stockade, modeled after 
Boonesboro, will be built and a mimic 
reproduction of an encounter be 
tween the settlers and the Indians 
will be given. The victory of the 
settlers will be celebrated with old 
fashion^ games, apple parings, sew 
ing bees and other simple amuse- 
ments which the pioneers greatly en 
joyed. A Virginia reel will be danced 
on a platform which shall be buili 
to hold a thousand couples. At night 
an allegorical pageant, the theme of 
which will be the history of Ken 
tucky, will bo the center of Interest 
This pageant is expected to prove 
the most spectacular event of the 
week, and it Is believed that It will 
surpass in gorgeousness the annual 
shows given during the Mardi Gras 
festivals In New Orleans. Imme- 
diately after the parade has covered 
the line of march the maskers will 
enter the new armory building, 
where Daniel Boone will be presented 
to one of the most beautiful of Ken- 
tucky's young women, who will rep- 
resent the New Kentucky, and who. 
together with the pioneer, will lead 
off the grand march, which will open 
the ball. The ball itself will be the 
biggest of its kind ever held south of 
the Ohio river. The dancing floor In 
the new armory will accommodate 
between 8,000 and 10,000 persons. 

Kentucky orators and poeta will 
have their day on Saturday, which 
will be known as Greater Kentucky 
day. An old-fashioned Kentucky 
barbecue will be held In Shawnee 
park on the bank, of the beautiful 
Ohio. 

Until we meet again will be the 
spirit of Sunday, the closing day of 
the reunion. 

Following the Home-Coming week 
In Louisville County Home-Comings 
will be held by nearly every county 
in Kentucky. The business, organiza 
ions of each couunty has appointed 
•ommittees who, with the cotuission- 
•rs appointed by Governor Beckham, 
is preparing to take back from Louis- 
ville to each county all natives and 
former residents. The entertainment 
of the County Home-Comings will be 
simpler than that planned for Louis- 
ville, and -with the exception of sev- 
eral formal orations and a large 
inty picnic. It has been thought 
that the visitors would find the great- 
est enjoyment In seeing their rela- 
tives and friends, and spending the 
days visiting well remembered spots 
In the neighborhood of their former
